H IGHLAND— Fo u r h o u rs can seem like a lifetime. 
Fo r mo re th an 100 men, wo men and ch ildren, represent­ 
ing 25 families o n th e o ld New Paltz Ro ad, in th e To wn o f 
Llo y d, th e fo u r h o u rs were spent wo ndering if and wh en 
th ey wo u ld be able to retu rn to th e h o mes th ey h ad been 
fo rced to su ddenly flee. 
Th e ev acu ated families, wh o to o k no th ing with th em 
bu t th e clo th es th ey were wearing, co u ldn't h elp bu t wo n­ 
der wh en th ey co u ld go back to th eir h eated h o u ses, wh eth er 
th e emergency wh ich fo rced th em to “pick u p and go ’’ in 
belo w freezing temperatu res wo u ld so o n be o v er. Th ere were 
many th o u gh ts du ring th o se fo u r h o u rs and mo st o f th em 
h ad to be wo rried o nes. 
Th e derailment sh o rtly after no o n o f 29 cars o f a 94 
car freigh t en ro u te fro m May bro o k in Orange Co u nty 
to Cedar Hill, Co nn., resu lted in so me qu ick actio n by 
au th o rities. 
Th ree o f th e cars were carry ing sty rene, freo n and 
petro leu m— wh ich if ex plo ded, co u ld v irtu ally ru in th e 
settlement lo cated near th e Penn-Central railro ad tracks, 
between High land and New Paltz. 
Within minutes a fter the wreck, sta te tro o pers kno cked 
a t do o rs o f the ho mes, telling residents to ta ke children a nd 
pets a nd ev a cua te a s quicklv a s po ssible. 
Was Ice Skating 
Ro bert Casciaro , 14, a High land High Sch o o l stu dent, 
wasn’t far fro m th e site o f th e derailment.

Traditio nally , the Department o f Agriculture speaks 
fo r the natio n’s farmers in Washingto n. 
But there is 
so mething co nv incing abo ut the initial statement o f 
Agriculture Secretary Cliffo rd N. Hardin that his pri­ 
mary aim will be to increase farm inco me, eliminate 
malnutritio n and rev italize rural areas. 
“ So lo ng as returns fo r capital and labo r inv ested 
in agriculture are belo w tho se o f the American eco no my 
generally , o ne o f the fo remo st co ncerns o f the Depart­ 
ment must be farmers* inco me.” Mr. Hardin said. “ Fur­ 
thermo re. as Americans we must endeav o r as nev er be­ 
fo re to eliminate malnutritio n and itimulate and re­ 
v italize rural America.” 
Hardin did no t specify ho w he pro po ses to raise 
farmers’ inco me, but the fact that he related their earn­ 
ings to tho se o f the general eco no my indicates he will 
striv e fo r a new parity based o n capital and labo r in­ 
v ested in farming. That co uld mean in time the equality 
that farmers need, to get their fair share o f the natio nal 
inco me. 
Urban residents will also be interested in Hardin’s 
pledge to eliminate malnutritio n, a pledge that calls bo th 
fo r educating co nsumers to nutritio us eating, and farm­ 
ers to gro wing mo re nutritio us fo o d. As fo r rev italizing 
rural America, city dwellers are beginning to disco v er 
the v alues to be fo und in the co untry , and will eagerly 
embrace any steps to stimulate rural life. 


The Racial Questio n 


There is mo re to the racial questio n than the black 
ex tremists and their white suppo rters wo uld lead us to 
believ e. A changeo v er is taking place thet nex t y ear’s 
census will co nfirm, as recent jo int repo rts o f the Census 
Bureau and the Bureau o f Labo r Statistics sho w. 
Briefly , this is that the lev el o f liv ing fo r black Ameri­ 
cans is climbing sharply , and the eco no mic and so cial 
gap between the races has been clo sing. The rate o f no n­ 
white families who hav e entered the middle class has 
risen fro m sev en per cent in 19 5 2 to 3 4 per cent in 19 6 7— 
and 46 per cent o utside the So uth. By the 1170 census, 
if the eco no my co ntinues to gro w, there is ev ery po ssibil­ 
ity that the ratio o f no nwhites in the middle class will 
fo rm a majo rity o f their numbers. 
Furthermo re, the ty pes o f emplo y ment Open to nOn- 
whites has changed fo r the better. In 19 6 7, there were 
4 .3 millio n Negro es emplo y ed at teachers, carpenters 
and factory wo rkers; and 3 .7 millio n 0s janito rs, do mes­ 
tics and waiters, and the “ better” pro po rtio n is gro wing. 
With impro v ed eco no mic co nditio ns, Negro es are mo v ­ 
ing o ut o f the slums. With fewer Negro migrants fro m 
the So uth no w co ming to the big cities, the Negro po pu­ 
latio n in the central city is lev eling o ff. All this po ints 
to a reductio n in racial strife in the y ears to co me, 
tho ugh the ex tremists will try to delgy the impro v e­ 
ment as lo ng as they can fo r their o wn grim purpo ses.

WASHINGTON — There is 
a new feeling of confidence

Justice — a belief that at last 
the laws of the land will be 
enforced 
without 
worrying

Members of Congress have 
received 
many 
complaints 
from their constituents ask ing 
why certain individuals who 
plot riots are not arrested and 
punished when they violate 
the federal laws which forbid 
the crossing of state lines to 
foment disturbances. 
Although the city of Wash­ 
ington is under federal rule, 
it has a 
record of crime 
almost 
unparalleled. 
The 
streets are unsafe, and rob­ 
beries are commonplace. The 
ether 
day 
the 
assistant 
principal of a high school was 
k illed during a hold up of the 
school bank . Crime here in­ 
creased 
23 
per 
cent 
in 
November 196# over the same 
month in 1967. 
Morale in the Department 
of 
Justice itself 
has 
been 
sink ing because of the attitude 
of the higher officials toward 
law 
enforcement 
and 
par­ 
ticularly the indifference to 
the ex plicit statutes on the 
book s. Federal grand juries 
should have been summoned 
to consider cases involving 
deliberate incitement of riots 
but this wasn't done. Prosecu­ 
tions have been brought in 
Connection with ‘‘civil rights,” 
and these undoubtedly were 
helpful 
to 
the 
Democratic 
party in certain sections of 
the North. 
The 
demonstrations 
and 
resultant violence during the 


recent inaugural ceremonies 
were made possible by a per­ 
mit issued prior to inaugura 
tion day when the leaders 
promised 
in 
advance 
that 
there 
would 
be 
no misbe­ 
havior. The police and the 
troops, of course, were able 
to reduce the disorder to 
a 
minimum, 
though 
it 
is 
deplorable 
to 
sec 
'‘demon­ 
strators'* throw’ bottles and 
cans against the automobile 
in which a new president is 
riding. It was a sad moment 
for millions of people who 
witnessed over the television 
the deliberate disturbance. 
The new’ Attorney General, 
J ohn 
N. 
Mitchell, 
has 
promised to deal firmly with 
the crime problem, and many 
career 
employes 
in 
the 
Department of Justice have 
been encouraged by his public 
statements that he intends to 
pursue a vigorous course in 
enforcing 
the 
law. 
It 
will 
probably be 
several 
week s 
before the change will be felt 
throughout the country. But 
police officers and heads of 
law-enforcement a g e n c i e s 
generally are impressed by 
what they have learned about 
the approach tak en by the 
new Attorney General. He is 
preparing specific recomenda- 
tionh to cope with crime in

will 
soon be disclosed.

Nixon,

clear that he was not going 
to deal with the crime issue 
or civil rights on a political

various states. The national 
government in recent decades 
has been assuming more and 
more police authority in cities 
and towns where racial dis­ 
crimination occurs.

of the Constitution, to restrain 
those who engage in racial 
discrimination in restaurants 
and hotels or in the Sale or 
rental of housing facilities. It 
would not be surprising if the 
new administration took the 
position that crime, too. is not

Many of the instigators of dis­ 
turbances and many who rob 
bank s or attack citizens on 
the streets can be prosecuted 
by the federal government, 
since they cross state lines 
in order to interfere with the 
rights of American citizens to 
“ equal 
protection 
of 
the 
laws.” 
T he r e 
are 
plenty 
of 
S u p r e m e Court decisions 
which 
have 
defined 
“civil 
rights” 
as 
they 
relate 
to 
racial matters. But there are 
many other civil rights which 
both 
whites 
and 
Negroes 
would lik e to enjoy and which 
are denied because criminals 
have grown in number and 
in boldness in recent years. 
The k ey to law enforcement 
in 
America 
is 
in 
the 
Department of Justice as well 
as in the cities and towns 
across the country. Co-opera­ 
tion among the various law- 
enforcement agencies is the 
goal which President Nixon 
and Attorney General Mitchell 
will strive to attain.

Kissinger will ex ert a very 
heavy influence on the course 
of U.S. foreign policy in the 
years just hhead. 
This will not be because 
Kissinger will push his per­ 
sonal concepts of what that 
policy should be. For it is 
un d e r s t o o d 
by President 
Nixon and by Kissinger, by 
m ut ua l 
agreement 
and 
temperament, 
that, 
unlik e 
Walt Rostow who held the 
White House foreign affairs 
role until recently, Kissinger 
will 
only 
assemble 
and 
present 
the 
facts 
and

solutions. 
But Kissinger’s strength lies 
in his ability to marshal facts
